EXTRA SESSION OF CONGRESS 


Senator Smoot. one of the most influ- 


ential Republicans in congress, wants the 
president to call an extra session so that 
there will be sufficient time to consider 
such important problems as tax revision, 
farm relict and Mississippi river flood 
control. Other administration leaders, to- 
gether with prominent Democrats, are 
asking for an early assembling of con- 
gress. It is not unlikely that Mr. Coolidge 
will respond to this pressure, because it 
seems certain that if he does not the time 
will be insufficient in which to dispose of 
these matters. Furthermore, there are the 
general elections in 1928, and both parties 
are anxious to have their positions on the 
various issues clearly denned. Flood con- 
trol is technical and its consideration will ' 
necessarily be prolonged, while both tax 
knd farm legislation are political and 
highly controversial. The administration 
cannot afford tb go into the campaign 
without tax reduction and without the 
enactment of a farm relief measure. 


Marked differences exist between the 


Republicans and Democrats over tax re- 
duction and .to a somewhat lesser extent 
on farm aid. It is not improbable that the 
Progressives and Independent Republi- 
cans may combine with the Democrats on 
the former, for their views seem to be 
more nearly In" accord with the opposition 
than with the administration. This would 
result in a vigorous fight for control and 
possibly in a senatorial filibuster. No mat- 
ter what the administration proposes in 
the shape of farm legislation it will be op- 
posed by the more advanced Progressives 
who will endeavor to draw to their sup- 
port the entire farm bloc and enough, 
Democrats to make up a majority. The 
administration, however,' has an opportu- 
nity to thwart this program by bringing 
in a compromise "bill that .'will have the 
approval of the more level-headed mem- 
bers of the farm bloc. 'Senator McXary, 
one of the authors of the McNary-Haug- 
en bill, several months ago declared his 
willingness to cooperate.

appear that an extra session would be a

excluded this free publicity, even at the 
cost of losing some little advertising. 


Publicity is the life blood of many en- 


terprises today. It is necessary, yet the 
same concern that will refuse to appropri- 
ate 850,000 for straight, out-and-out 
newspaper advertising, will 
spend 
as 


much hiring a press agent, or "director of 
public relations" and furnishing him with 
an office force and a mimeograph with 
which he can turn out reams of material 
which it is hoped will get in the news col- 
umns without cost. 


The slogan today is "Tell The World" 


and there is no more effective way to ac- 
complish this result than through the paid 
advertising columns of a good newspaper. 
If the product is right and wiil give satis- 
faction, then it needs no other stimulus 
than an intelligent marketing plan, plus a 
comprehensive paid advertising campaign 
to arouse the interest of the buying pub- 
lic. Seekers after free publicity lose sight 
of the fact that a newspaper has only one 
thing to sell—space. These same seekers 
after free publicity would not think for a 
moment of going into a grocery store and 
asking the proprietor to give them out- 
right ten pounds of sugar, yet they will 
ask a newspaper proprietor to give them 
its cqtm-alcnt and will be insulted if they 
do not get it.

X-rny examination of the luncs'is no part of an 


ordinary physical or health examination. It may be 
advisable «hcn the examination elicits other in 
cations that arouse any suspicion of tuberculosis 
For example. :i high school boy or girl Is unde 
welffht and unduly "tired" or "not very strong" as 
mothers like to say. Such a youth may have in 
ciplcnt pulmonary tuberculosis and the X-ray pic- 
ture mny reveal the lesion in the lung. It is 
mistake, however, for anyone to go to a "labora- 
tory" or elsewhere to have an "X-ray examination' 
or an "X-ray picture" made, unless this is advised 
or requested by his physician: people who imajrin 
they can take care of the mrtter of diagnosis them- 
selves in this way simply squander money <o no 
purpose or for false or misleading reports or pic- 
tures in tho great majority of cases. 


An alleged "spot" of tuberculosis Is a diagnostic 


quibble. The technician who ventures to make such 
a diagnosis is plainly keeping his tail switching 1 e- 
hind him. for at any moment he may want to make 
a sudden chance of attitude. There is a erreat deal 
of downright shenanapin going on in "laboratories" 
where the srtiillible public is served with hocus pocus 
X-ray entertainment. This Georgia victim got hit 
"spot." not in Georgia, but 'n New York, he says 
Well, 
there are 
plenty of "laboratories" anc 


houses" and "institutes" and similar outfits in New 
York, ready to "spot" all customers. 


T. B. "spot" on the lung is just a present day 


version of the old Quibble "iveak lungs" or the 
companion quibble "slight catarrhal'condition in one 
apex." These were favorite dodges of our grand- 
parents' time, before the doctors knew how to use 
the stethoscope, the microscope, tuberculin or other 
methods of precision. Nowadays only the outriphi 
traveling quack has the gall to tell hi:; customers 
they have "weak lungs" or "catarrhal condition," 
ami he gets away with it because he knows the 
mental caliber of. his customr.-,. 


Assuming our 
Georgia correspondent actually 


las pulmonary tuberculosis, this is the bes' advice 
ve can Rive him. 


First, have a good doctor, just a plain, honest. 
racticing- physician whose patients are his only 


advertisement. 
Second, mal.e up your mind that 


vour doctor knows just a wee bit more than you 
\no\v or your friends know about what is good or 
bad for you. Third, as Jong- as you are under med- 
cal care, which must be until your tuberculosis Is 
arrested. leave to your doctor's judgment 
every

TO USE EFFORTS TO 
STOP DREAD DISEASE 


Madison Experts Investigate 


Outbreaks in Eight Herds 
Which Lost 50 Animals

Kcwaunee—As a result of an out- 


break of cholera in eight herds of 
hogs In this county and the loss of 50 
animals, Dr. H. D. Larzelerc. college 
of agriculture, division of livestock 
sanitation, H. K. 
Lathrope, county 


agent, and Dr. George Webb, local 
veterinarian, aro out among the in- 
fected herd establishing quarantines 
inforcing precautionary measures, ad 
vising the sale of hogs ready for the 
market and 
vaccinating breeding 


herds. 
They arc also urging hog 


raisers to introduce sanitary practices 
on the premises, people to keep awa> 
from hog lots and the owners to tie 
up their dogs. The .hog raisers anc 
the veterinarians are making a hard 
fight to eradicate the disease. 


The cholera was introduced in Ke- 


waunee-co with a bunch of hogs from 
the stockyards sent here in Februarj 
for hog project work. 
The disea&e 


probably 
would have spread much 


more rapidly and assumed larger pro- 
portions than it has if it had not been 
for the cold weather that prevailed in 
the spring. With the strenuous fighl 
that is being made by hog raisers and 
veterinarians, the disease will soon be 
under control. 


REPORT CURES 


The veterinarians are urging hoj 


raisers to report suspected cases at 
once and to burn carcasses instead of 
burying them or leaving them ex- 
posed. 


In shipping hogs from the infected 


territory, owners are being advised to 
load them direct on the car from the 
farm truck 
without passing them 


through the yards at the station. 


When a hog or more in a herd be- 


comes infected with cholera, the herd 
may be saved by vaccination. 
In 


case of vaccinating the local veterinar- 
ian buys the serum and virus and does 
the -vaccinating and the owners pays 
for the material used and the work. 
The state pays the owner no indem- 
nity for the loss of hogs with cholera 
nor is the serum and virus supplied 
without cost. 


SPREAD IX MANY WAYS 


One authority says. "The germs of 


cholera are undoubtedly spread in a 
great many way. Pigeons, sparrows, 
crows, buzzards and flies are active in- 
fection carriers. Crows and buzzards 
are especially dangerous because of 
their habit of feeding on dead .car- 
casses. They carry the germ on their 
feet and heads to healthy herds where 
a new outbreak is likely to occur. 


"Dogs are also carriers of the di- 


sease- germs in the same manner. 
It 


is necessary, when the disease appears 
iin a community, to confine the dog at 
home and see that no strange dogs 
are permitted around the hog lots. 


"Immediate burning or burying of 


the dead carcasses in quick lime will 
prevent much spread of the disease 
both by dogs and buzzars and cows,

They find that 
a cow tests .033 to-day and .034 to- 
morrow, or next week without any ap- 
parent reason. They find cows, that 
good dairymen believe to be good cows, 
that are counterfeits, and many that 
are considered as poor producers prove 
to be very profitable. 


Barney Schouten, Kaukauna, route 


2, was offered $105 for one good look- 
ing cow. 
Thinking he had a good 


cow, 
he refused to sell. Instead he 


offered the buyer a bob-tail cow for 


She Is a srubby looking cow that 
would never sell well. The white cow, 
upper, made 103 pounds of fat in the 
same year. This would not pay for 


$75 but the buyer was not interested 
in that type. A short time after that 
Mr. Schouten jointed the testing as- 
sociation. 


In nine months the $105 cow made 


140 pounds of butter fat and the bob- 
tail 454 pounds in a year!

Proves Clover Will Grow 


On Sod In Waste Lands 


"Human beings often carry the di- 


sease on their shoes or clothing from 
infected herds or premises to others 
where the disease spreads. 


"Cholra is often introduced into a 


herd by the receipt of breeding ani- 
mals from other farms. Even if the 
hog shipped is immune, the germs may 
be carried by the crate and so infect 
other animals. 


"Streams and public highways are 


carriers of infection. Stockmen are 
advised to keep dogs a safe distance 
from streams and highways when 
cholera is near. It must be remember- 
ed that some unscrupulous farmers 
continue the practice of disposing of 
dead animals by throwing them in the 
brush or streams along the highway." 


CORN GOOD SILAGE 


Making corn into silage does not 


add any nutrients, but it does add 
layer of dark-colored vegetable of the 
feed as compared with corn fodder in 
its dry state. If the corn is cured as 
dry fodder, including ears and stalks. 
the cattle do not cat the entire stalk 
as they do when the crop is made into 
silage.

The evolution in the fencing task. 


from the old rails, bush and board en- 
clos-ures. to the modern concrete posts 
and wire, is traced by Charles H. Ev- 
erett in the current issue of the Wis- 
consin Agriculturist- 


"The fence post problem has always 


been a tourcc of annoyance to farm- 
ers." he writes, "for wcodcn posts dc- 
cav in time an<3 if made of green or 
soft timber they arc very short lived. 
In the old days we considered posts 
made from bur oak trees, cut during 
the winter. jw*lcd and piled' to sea- 
son for a year, more lasting than 
those made frcm white or blade onk 
o- any of the soft woods.

A number 
of firms arc putting steel posts on the 
markets, and when once placed in the 
ground they will last indefinitely. Con- 
crete posts are everlasting and fairly 
economical as measured by the price 
one must now pay for number one. 
well seasoned cedar posts. 


"'Some farmers are making their 


own coTicretc posts, doing the work 
during the winter months when time 
is not so prwatfne. 
Thi«s method af- 


fords ample time for thorough season. 
ing. «» that enough posts are ready 
for «F< in the spring or at any time 
•when permanent fencing is needed. 


"When concrete ports arc used and 


woven wire at the bottom with barbed 
wire on top. the farmer's fence trou- 
bles are o*er for many years: if wll 
built, for a lifetime.

This method of eradication has been

highly successful. Dr. Max W. Card 
ner. associate botanist at the station 
reports that apple trees treated foi 
three years finally grew fruit without 
a sign of apple blotch, even though 
left unspra/ed.

ly, and these also were shaved of 
with a sharp knife. Bordeaux sprays 
were applied before the fruit appeared 


In 1925. the fourth season after the 


canker eradication campaign was be 
gun. the special blotch sprays w»re 
omitted from some of these trees. Xo 
blotch was found an any of the ap- 
ples grown on them. Last year the 
same trees were again left unsprayed 
and again the apples came off without 
a scar. 


This i«: considered good evidence of 


the effectiveness of blotch canker"er- 
adication in young orchards.

DETERMINE NEEDS 


OF FIELD YEAR IN 


AD VANCEBY TESTS 


U. of W. Laboratory Tests 


Samples of Dirt from Farms 
in All Parts of State 


Madison — C/P)—Prc-determlning the 


needs of a Held one year in advance, 
performing the duties of a "soils phy- 
sician," the University of Wisconsin's 
soils laboratory 
is running at full 


speed. 


For 15 years, the laboratory 
has 


been receiving samples of soil from 
farms all over the state and the year- 
ly average of determinatora runs past 
the 3.000 mark. Together with 
the 


analysis of the soil, the results 
are 


correlated with information 
secured 


from the farms by observation. 


C. J. Chapman, head of the labora- 


tory, in describing the functions of the 
place, asserted that the needs of soil, 
whether lacking in lime or gaining or 
losing 
nitrogen, can be determined 


through the analyzing process in use. 


"We can pre-dctermine the needs of 


a field." he said "and provide the farm- 
ers witii 
information as to whether 


fields Should bo fertilized 
and with 


what suUitance. Ninety per cent of 
the soils of the state will respond to 
the need of lime and probably 95 per 
cent of the farms under cultivation for 
25 years can use some phosphate fer- 
tilizer. 


"Recommendations are made, based 


upon the results of the surveys and 
these are two-fold, in -that they' com-' 
bine the scientific information of the 
laboratory and the first-hand informa- 
tion secured by visiting the farms. On 
the- latter we take notice of the color, 
foliage and geological history of the 
farms lands in compiling the data. 


"The soils laboratory serves a med- 


ium between the scientist 
and the 


farmer on technical features of farm 
lands. Xearly four thousand farms 
have been gone over in the last 12 
years, 320 being included in last 
year's program." 


At the present time hundreds of 


samples aro in the laboratory 
being 


analyzed and reported upon by at- 
tendants. The results will serve to 
give the farmers information as to 
the needs for next year's lands. 


One of the organizations effected in 


an effort to arouse interest in the use 
of phosphate and other fertilizers has 
been the Soil Improvement Associa- 
tion. As a result of this group, con- 
sumption of the fertiliziers has in- 
creased nearly 50 per cent. It is a 
farmers organization. 


Under the regulations of the associa- 


tion, the farmer i$ entitled to one or 
two tests each year for acidity or 
available phosphorus. He also agrees 
to carry out the recommendation made 
following the diagnosis. 


Responses to questionnaires sent out 


by Prof. Chapman indicate almost un- 
animous approval of the soils labora- 
tory functions. Three farms have been 
examined personally by Prof. Chap- 
man.

It took practica 
form in 1S97 when the first Zionistic 
congress was called in Basle, Switzer 
land when Dr. Theodore Herzl wrol< 
an open letter to Baron von Hirsc\ 
saymg*that there was nothing visible 
to tie the Jewish people together, tha 
they did not even have a language 01 
their own for a "Binrungsmittel." a 
binding thread, and that the time liac 
arrived that they hark back to the lane 
of their fathers and" marshals/the rem- 
nants from all over the earth. The> 
started the "Keren Jajemeth." a na- 
iional fund of which 75 per cent v/a* 
to go for the purchase of land, and the 
rest to be kept in reserve. Rothschile 
became one of the most active men in 
this movement but his plan of -j 
ng control d;d not reckon with the 
feelings of other 
nationalities. 
He 


wanted the Jews to be leaders in Pal- 
estine and get the "heathen" to do the 
manual labor in redeeming Palestine. 
The wiser heads prevailed for 
they 


said that if any work was to be done 
the Jewish people would have to do it 
themselves. 


MANY CONTRIBUTIONS 


When my travels carried me to Pal- 


estine in 190S we found that the weal- 
thy men of Europe and America had 
contributed large sums of money for 
the erection of homes and large tene- 
ment houses about Jerusalem. 
Here 


many Jews were housed, "praying for 
the peace of Jerusalem." One can'go 
to the wailing wall on Friday and see 
the devout Jerusalem Jew with the 
curly tassels of hair hanging down be- 
tween his ears and face,' standing at 
the wall and mourning, weeping, and 
praying for the redemption of their 
people and for\the restoration 
of the 


promised Land at the coming of the 
Hessian. It is a dramatic sight—wo- 
men stand at one corner of the -wall 
which is a part of the old Solomon 
wall at the temple 
place, and men 


with, their large worn Hebrow books 
stand with a devout mien pouring 
forth their supplications. Once a year 
a special day is set aside for one gi- 
gantic "push" at the ramparts of dark- 
ness, sin and ignorance that have kept 
them from their promised possessions. 


Zionism, however/has gone beyond 


that stage now. It is true before the 
war there were 90,000 Jews in Pales- 
tine but when hunger, distress, disease 
and destruction stalked through the 
land the population was reduced to 
55.000. Then like lightning from 
a 


clear sky came the great historic dec- 
laration of Lord Balfour on Nov. 2. 
1017 which ran like wild fire through 
the Jewish world. 


ap- 


Balfour wrote <to Rothschild: "His 


majesty's government looks favorably 
toward promotion of a national home 
for the Jewish people 
and will put 


forth Its greatest efforts to make this 
goal po.v!<!ble. 
However, it shall be 


clearly undeleted that nothing shall be 
done whereby the rights of citizenship 
and tho religious rights of non-Jewish 
people- or the political-status of tho 
Jews in many lands'shall be jeopard- 
ized." 


S1MILAU MOVEMENT/

tine -was notorious, with a peculiar 
grace and dignity characteristic 
of 


"English governors. 


With a 175 mil,e tour through Pales- 


ine I had a chance,,to observe and pick 
up some details that are interesting, 
especally to many of us who are farm- 
ng and wondering what the returned 
Jews can do in this ancient land. One 
must bear in mind that you cannot 
cheat the soil and'rob it. One sees 
hat in ancient Mesopotamia, once the 
granary of the world that supported 
"4,000.000 and now cannot support 2,- 
00,000. 
There have been spasdomic efforts to 


jo to Palestine. The Germans came 
lere and did some wonderful work.

The Templars came here Jn the sev- 
nties and organized colonies on the 
Quaker plan. At the foot of Mt Car- 
me! they have a splendid colony of 
liese people and have wonderful gar- 
ncns. The Germans around Jerusalem 
iave wonderful homes and raise vege- 
ables in soils we would not look at. 


MANY RUSSIANS 


I found many of the Jews were Rou- 
manians and Russians that have come 
o Palestine. As you can imagine, 
hey have not had the easiest time, 
'hey came from the war stricken 
rcas and were persuaded to migrate 


in glowlnc term*. Seasons vary and 
Palestine has had long dry spells. 


Then.' tho souls of these JOWH vary. 


Those who arc captivated by tho high 
idealism of Zionism find no hardship 
too great; they never complain. Those 
who had water,fauccts. drainage, sani- 
tation, white bread and even automo- 
biles Ifl their native land find the conic 
down Is great. It tiikes time to adjust 
one's self when falling off tho pinnacle 
of comfort. 


In the htation at Tell Aviv near Lyd- 


da one has an exclusive section of Jew- 
ish people. They planted some of the 
fruits they raise In California, they re- 
forested tho hills 
with 
eucalyptus 


trees and the'cows they get arc a cross 
between tho Damascus 
and Beirut 


cow. They have introduced the Rhode 
Island red chickens and crossed the 
leghorns with a local breed. The wo- 
men enter the fields, too. following the 
lead of Bohmc, the German agricultur- 
ist who slid a man ought to quit farm- 
ing when his wife was not interested 
enough to get out to help him. 


LONG DRY SEASON 


There is a six months dry season 


and six months wet season. Water is 
obtained somewhat by wells. The soils 
aro now'being examined scientifically 
and sojne dry farming is being done. 
I found that they 
were getting 15 


cents for a liter of milk and as Jerusa- 
lem in increasing in population the 
fanners 
would 
have all sorts of 


chances of bringing in milk and butter 
it it could only bo produced in large 
enough quantities. 
The 
matter of 


transortation is being taken care of. 
Tho British government had a score 
of steam engines on the roads, put- 
ting them in shape and one can travel 
with auto 
from 
Damascus 
in the 


north to Gaza below Bethlehem in the 
south, the roads over the Judean and 
Samarian hills being in excellent shape 
for trucks 
to haul passengers and 


farm produce. 


The railroads arc also doing their 


share. Since my last visit here a road 
has been opened from Haifa to Jerusa- 
lem connecting at Lydda. 
Allcnby 


built it from Kantara on the Suez can- 
al way up through Gaza. A road also 
has been built into Nablus, the ancient 
Sichem, and through railroad connec 
tions were made July 1 from Constan> 
tinople to Kantara on the Suez canal 
for freight and passengers. Palestine 
is small but the British people are do- 
ing everything to give the people ser 
vice of the best sort. 


There are two methods that 
the 


Zionistic movement pursues in set' 
tling the land. The first is the coni< 
munistic type of settlement. 
Here 


the settlers are governed by the pro 
photic utterance of the prophets who 
said that all land belonged to Jelv 
•van and that forever. 
The Romans 


introduced the private ownership idea 
and the Jews want to be true to the 
original plan. 
They call the settle- 


ment a "kwaza." Tel Aviv is a com 
munity of this type. In a little settle- 
ment out of Kyriat Anawim they had 
50 workmen, 13 married couples, 15 
children and they brought one-sixth 
of the land under cultivation. 


HOUSES WELL KEPT 


Everything: that is sold has to have 


the consent of the village authorities. 
The houses are planned 
properly 


grouped. The stables aro at one side 
and well kept. There is a school, a 
synagogue and the streets radiate 
from these public buildings somewhat 
like the villages in European places 
where the church is the center of the 
town. 
They 
plant 
eucalyptus and 


cedar trees; automobiles have to go 
in the rear. The community shares 
everything alike but the inhabitants 
are quick to tell you that this sort of 
communism is a matter of choice: 
that no one is compelled to join this 
sort of an arrangement and therefore 
it is the only true communism. 


The other colonies permit the Zion- 


ists to own their own land but money 
is advanced for them for a period of 
years. I found some of the homes on 
th£ way to Nazareth looked like our 
northern Wisconsin shacks built in 
the lumber days, only many of them 
were of corrugated iron as wood is

Assembly Adopts Measure 


Providing Committee to 
Look into Education Needs 


Madison —(/P)_ A joint resolution 


asking for the appointment of an In- 
terim committee to investigate 
the 


state's education 
system 
and 
its 


needs, was adopted by the assembly 
Thursday morning:. 53 to 3. 


Tho resolution was introduced fol- 


lowing the defeat of a bill in 
the 


senate which would have completely 
reorganized the\ administrative fea- 
tures of the educational system. 


The senate worked overtime Wed- 


nesday to pass the University of "Wis- 
consin budget appropriation bill, call- 
ing for approximately 512.COO.OOO for 
the biennium, an increase of $1,500,000.- 


This marked the last of the large ap- 


propriation bills thev upper house will 
have to pass on before final adjourn- 
ment. 


The senate also concurred in sever- 


al house amendments to the board of 
control budget measure. 
The amend-, 


ments included, S1S.OOO for the furth- 
ering of work in the psychiatric field; 
$7,000 for equipment at the state sani- 
tarium at "Wales and $10.000 for state 
child welfare work. A further appro- 
priation of approximately $15,000 was 
passed, tho money to be expended for 
maintenance expenses at the Platte- 
vilie Mining school. 


A similar bill was vetoed by the gov- 


ernor but no oppoistion was made by 
the senate Wednesday. 


Two years ago. $550,000 was appro- 


priated to the University of Wisconsin 
for building an addition to the state 
historical library 
not affiliated with 


the school. The senate turned 
the 


appropriation over to the society1 it- 
self so that it might be put to use.
